1. On 5 May 1950, Chefinspekteur Doelling, HVA P/K Chief, submitted
to Chefinspeltour Helnrich Heltsch, chler of 3taff, the monihly )
report of defectors for April. The report listed 77 defectors
frem the VPS, VPB and HVA. Of these, 38 had failed %o return
from thelr first leave, while the remainder had defected directliy
feom their units. Doelling stated that a second group 1s now due
back from leave, but the number of defectors is not vet koW
He then asked Heitsech, in Generslinspektevr Hoffmenn's absence,

;o add to the report the reasons for the defections and to sign_
the document. Heltseh refused, stating vaav Hoffmann conid do
that when he returned. Feitsch then asked Doelling whether he
could explain vhy Kommissar Hueber of Hauptabiteilung Intendantur,
Abteilung Materialverscrgung, had defected. Ta@ this, Deeliling
nerely shrugged his shoulders,

Lt. Col. Tsvirtov, a member of Petrakovsky's staff in charge of armored
vehleles, was asked on 5 May 1950 whether he knew how many tanks were
uitimately to be issued to the Volkspolizei. Tsvertov replied that he
434 not know, but this answer was apparently for the benefit of a
clerk who was pressnt. As if to reply to the questicn, he wrote the
nvmber 720 on a slip of papar, Tsvirtov has now gone to Priemerwald
to supervise tank training.

Heitsch recently stated that armored vehicle drivers could be given
only the most elementary training, ths program for each driver being 15
hours driving, mainly on the Edith. He added that during June twenty

train other mechanies. :

No ZIS 3~ton trucks have been delivered ¥o the HVA since the 85 which
arrived in the first half of April, and nothing more has been heard of
the 15 which were reported to be wailting to eross the frontier at
FrankTurt/Oder. Apparently these 15 wehicles have beern delivered else~
where, The Russians have promized that 400 %IS Z-ton trucks will be
dellvered to the HVA before the end of June. This figure, they state,
includes the 8% already delivered. The total of 25 3-ton trucks
promised to the HVA for the current year is 1,000,

Heltseh has ordered that locations are to be chosen for HVA gasolirg
dumps throughout ths Sowviet Zone. These dumps will accommodate a total
regerve of aprroximately 200,000 liters of fuel.

A Volkspolizel Kraftfahrschule is to be opened in Gotha. The first
course 1s Gue to start on 1 June 1950. The staff willl eonsist of about
45-60, and 200 studsnts will attend the first course. Heitsch has
stated that in August or September the staff of the school will be in-
ereased and far more students willl attend the courses.

Heitsch has ordered that in the future all correspondence regarding the
poor condition of transport shall be addressed to Walter Ulibricht with
a copy to Petrakovsky. As an example, he cited a recent letter re-
celved by Petrakovsiy i which it was pointed out that the transport
dalivered to date to the HVA has been of inferior guality. Of the
